Wilmington election results 


President Who? 


‘ WILMINGTON - Here it is, at 
Press time, the day after the elec- 
tion, and nobody knows who our 
néxt United States President is 
going to be. 

| Even locally, the election results 
will not be made certain until later 
int the week when Town Clerk Kay 
Seanion makes them official. Here, 
though, are the unofficial results of 
the voting that took place in 
Wilmington on Tuesday, November 
7,,a historical day that our nation 
will not soon forget. 

* PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES. A nail-biter? A roller- 
edaster ride? A cliffhanger? Such 
tlehes are made quaint by the 
indescribable high drama that con- 
tigues to unfold on the national 
stage in the race for president. 
[amines lon, however, had no prob- 

making up its mind: 
Democratic Vice President Al Gore 
received 57% of the final vote. 
Republican George W. Bush 
acquired 37% of the final tally. 
Gteen Party candidate Ralph 
Nader nabbed 4% of the vote. 
Other candidates on the ballot com- 
prised of two percent of the final 
figures. 

* UNITED STATES SENATOR. 
Take a wild guess. Incumbent vet- 
eran Democratic Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy commanded a whop- 
ping 66% of the Wilmington vote on 
his way to winning the state. Carla 
Howell, with 14%, ran strongly here 
in town, underscoring the growing 
popularity of the Libertarian Party 
in the Commonwealth. Republican 
Jack E. Robinson received 13% of 
the final tally. 

.-* UNITED STATES REPRESEN- 
ATIVE. Democratic incumbent 
John F. Tierney will get to keep his 
job, thanks in part to Wilmi 

residents, who handed him 65% of 
their votes. Republican challenger 
Paul McCarthy garnered 25% of 


Arthur Smith

WILMINGTON - The conflict-of- 
interest charges that were being 
faced by former Wilmington Water 
and Sewer Commission Chairman 
Arthur R. Smith, Jr. have been 
dropped. 

Last week, the Massachusetts 
State Ethics Commission dismissed 
the case against Smith that alleged 
that he violated the state’s “conflict 
of interest” laws on occasions 


Wilmington’s tally. 

¢ SURE THINGS. Several candi- 
dates were the only contenders to 
appear in the race for their hopeful 
positions. The following unchal- 
lenged candidates all scored 60% or 
higher in Wilmington: Democrat 
Mary-Ellen Manning for Fifth 
District Councillor; Republican 
Incumbent State Senator Bruce E 
Tarr; State Representative James 
Miceli; Democratic Incumbent 
Edward J. Sullivan for Clerk of 
Courts; and Democratic Re 
Election candidate Richard P. 
Howe, Jr. for Register of Deeds. 

¢ REGISTER OF PROBATE. 
Democratic candidate John R. 
Buonomo scored 39% of the local 
vote. Twenty-five percent of 
Wilmington voters got in 
Republican Lee Johnson's corner, 
and 15% took the side of 
Independent challenger Diane 
Poulos Harpell. 

* QUESTION ONE: Wilmington 
voters voted 66% to 28% in favor of 
earlier re-districting for state legis- 
lators and governor's councillors. 
The proposition passed statewide, 
as well, 

* QUESTION TWO: Local voters 
were in step with the state’s sen- 
tencing on this one, as well: Sixty- 
one percent voted in favor of limit- 
ing the voting rights of prisoners. 

¢ QUESTION THREE: Should 
dog racing be banned in 
Massachusetts? Fifty-five percent 
of Wilmington residents put a muz- 
zle on the idea, sending proponents 
of this initiative to the dog house 
with 42%. Statewide, the “no” vote 
prevailed, as well. 

¢ QUESTION FOUR: Governor 
Paul Cellucci scored a major victo- 
ry with the passing of this vote, 
which will roll the state income tax 
back from 5.95% to 5% over the 
next three years. In part, he has 
the folks of Wilmington to thank, 
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to the Ethics Commission, it unan- 
imously voted to drop the matter 
because it concluded that Smith 
“does not have sufficient present 

ability to consult with his lawyer 
with a reasonable degree of ration- 
al understanding.” The commis- 
sion added that Smith also does not 
appear to have a “rational” and 
“factual” understanding of the pro- 
ceedings brought against him.

Smith, alleging that he violated the

WILMINGTON - If Al Gore ends 
up losing the election, perhaps it 
will be’ the ever-crucial future-den- 
tist vote that ultimately cost him 
presidential glory.

Fitzgerald. Russo had inspected 
Smith’s private construction proj- 
ects. 

Allegedly, Designer Comfort 
Systems obtained contracts that 
were valued at more than $10,000 in 
1990 and 1991. Between 1989 and 
1992, Russo and Fitzgerald alleged- 
ly obtained contracts that totaled 
more than $14,000. 

Russo had also been charged with 
violating the conflict laws, but the 
charges were dropped after he died

Activists set 
blimp free

WOBURN - If they were as quick 
as greyhounds, then perhaps they 
would have been able to flee the 
scene of the crime sooner. 

Instead, a Wilmington man and a 
Billerica woman were arrested on 
Monday, November 6 after they 
allegedly cut the ropes to a blimp 
urging a “no” vote on Question 3, 
the referendum on this year’s ballot 
that sought to ban greyhound rac- 


Wilmington, 

17, of Billerica, were charged with 
the malicious destruction of proper- 
ee 


“Baghart was allegedly driven 
from the scene by Sullivan after he 


set the blimp free. Sullivan, who 
has obtained only a learner's per- 
mit, was also charged with operat- 
ing a vehicle without a driver's 
license. 

Ironically, the suspects were 
pulled over the parking lot of Petco 
just after the incident occurred. 
‘Two witnesses at Joe’s, who work at 
Wonderland Park in Revere, called 
the police after they saw Banghart 
cut the ties'to the blimp. 

Joe’s American Bar & Grille is 
“affiliated” with Wonderland Park, 
according to the police reports. The 
blimp was valued at $1,900. 

Picea Banghart, a self-pro- 

claimed animal activist, felt that 
Questions 3’s opponents were full of 
hot air. He admitted to cutting the 
blimp’s ropes.

For Anne Sullivan 
this journey was not an easy one 
Most of us know Sullivan as the 
teacher of a blind and deaf child 
named Helen Keller Betore 
Sullivan met Keller, she overcame 
many obstacles inher own life She 
traveled a road of many challenges 
It was on this same road that 
Sullivan even passed through the 
town of Tewksbury at one point 
Sullivan was born in 1886 in 
Feeding Hills, Massachusetts to 
Irish immigrant parents — Her 
mother died of tuberculosis when 
she was eight. Sullivan's older 
sister and younger brother were 
taken in by relatives, while she was 
left to take care of her father 
Eventually, her family could not 
take care of her brother and she 
could no longer take care of her 
father, according to the American

This left Sullivan 
ata loss. Finally, in 1880, Sullivan 
was allowed to leave the poorhouse 
when she asked if she could go to 
school. She entered the Perkins 
School for the Blind 

She met many experiences dur 
ing her schooling. At first, her 
transition was slow, but her learn 
ing progressed and she was given 
the responsibility to act as a guide 
for other children. Sullivan spent 
time with Laura Bridgman, the first 
deaf-blind individual educated in 
the United States. It was an expe 
rience which led to Sullivan's work 
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with Helen Keller 

In 1887, Sullivan went to 
Tuscumbia, Alabama to work with 
Helen Keller. Sullivan's many life 
experiences, which were not all 
pleasant, brought her to yet an- 
other challenge, which was teach- 
ing Keller to communicate. The 
two were together as teacher and 
student for almost fifty years until 
Sullivan's death in 1936.

Alzheimer’s Month 


He looked up at me as he lay weakly in his bed. His eyes, so 
milky and opaque, gazed up at me as though peering through a 
glazed coat. His face, so sunken and weary, appealed to meto lean 
in closer and listen. It almost seemed as though his mind, so 
defeated and reduced, had one more thought to convey to me 

It was just me and my grandfather at this very moment. My 
grandmother, my father, and my relatives had left the room, so 
that I may have a quiet, private chance to say goodbye to the man 
who taught me how to play Checkers, who always had a candy bar 
to share, and who asked me to come along whenever he fed the 
ducks that swam near his summer cottage. As I stood above my 
grandfather, I knew that I was seeing him for the very last time. 
I knew that in the hours ahead he would lose his battle against 
Alzheimer’s Disease once and for all. 

Somehow, Grampy was able to muster enough strength to lift 
his head from his pillow. His lips begin to tremble, as though he 
had something that he wanted to say. His bony hand reached out 
and faintly took hold of mine. I lowered my head, bringing my 
face within inches of his own pained expression. I searched his 
hollow eyes, grasped his hand, and asked him what he wanted to 
say. It had been years since my grandfather had truly spoken 
directly to me with words that were not confused and indecipher- 
able, and I was compelled by the possibility of what he might tell 
me. 

He strained a bit, leaned even closer to me, pulled his voice to 
his lips, and said, “Boo!” For one moment in time he was alive 
again. I jumped back, startled. He leaned back onto his pillow, 
his eyes momentarily alive, a toothless smile spread across his 
face. His labored treathing gave way to gasping chuckles. 

Seconds later, he retreated back into his dying state, as though 
his one last prank on his grandson never happened. 

I stared at my grandfather, stunned at first, and then amused. 
Asmile came to my face, and I decided that farewells just do not 
get any better thanthat. I kissed my grandfather on the forehead, 
turned away, and left the room. I promised myself that I would 
not return. This sad goodbye was one elevated by one last good 
joke, not an endless stream of tears. 

My grandfather experienced a “window of clarity.” Family 
members who have an elderly loved one who suffers from 
Alzheimer’s Disease are familiar with the term. For one moment 
in time, the afflicted individual is granted an opportunity to 
escape the oppressive:grasp of mental disintegration to experi- 
ence a quick moment af lugidity. Infact, such “windows of clarity” 
allow an Alzheimer’s Disease patient the chance to make a true 
connection with another human being 

November is National Alzheimer’s Disease Month. All month 
long there are events throughout eastern and central Massachu- 
setts that will enlighten people seeking meaningful ways to deal 
with loved ones who struggle with the disease. A few of these 
events would require quite a lengthy drive, but here are two of 
them that will take place within a reasonable distance: 

* On November 14 there will be a presentation called “Listening 
to the Brain: Treating Behavior Changes in Alzheimer's Disease” 
at The Colonnade Hotel in Boston. Dr. Jeffrey Cummings, a 
professor of neurology and psychiatry and behavioral science at 
UCLA, will deliver the presentation. The event starts at 7p.m. and 
concludes ninety minutes later. 

* In Woburn on November 28, Dementia Care Specialist Bill 
Keane will speak about “Caregiving for Boomers.” The one-hour 
event will begin at 7 p.m. at Hearthstone at Choate at 23 Warren 
Avenue in Woburn. Interested? You can call 781-674-2884, 
extension 24. 

If you have any questions, or if you'd like information about the 
disease, you can call the Alzheimer’s Association in Chicago at 
312. 8700. 

According to the Alzheimer’s Association, four million Ameri- 
cans suffer from this progressive and degenerative disease of the 
brain. In fact, it is projected that in fifty years approximately 
fourteen million Americans will have the disease if a cure is not 
found. 

The story about my grandfather and his moment of clarity is 
one I treasure. In confronting his death, it helped me find closure 
and peace. In truth, though, I spent the last years of my 
grandfather's life being baffled by the disease’s horrible toll and 
résigned to the sad fact that he could no longer recognize me or 
communicate with me. Looking back on the experience, I now 
understand that education and awareness about the disease are 
essential. It is terribly important to understand what is going on 
in the mind of a loved one with Alzheimer’s Disease, for the 
opening of that window of clarity is never guaranteed.

+ Today, around the world, ingath- 
erings large and small, Marines

It is fitting that we do 
so, for it is our profound respect for 
our traditions and reverence of our 
heritage that distinguishes us as a 
Corps of Marines. This year is espe- 
cially meaningful. Fifty years ago, 
the free nations of the world united 
to stem aggression in Korea; 25 
years ago, the long war in Vietnam 
drew to a close; and a short decade 
ago, America and her allies liber- 
ated Kuwait.

Dear Editor: 

It is quite strange how many 
stories evolve from odd beginnings, 
such as this one. In the mid-1980s I 
returned to New England on a job 
contract and upon my arrival I 
heard that Henry Hess, of West 
Street, was in the hospital. I visited 
him and learned that he had Lou 
Gehrig’s Disease and wasn't given 
much hope. Knowing that he was in 
the United States Navy's PT Boat 
Division during World War Il, I 
purchased a PT Boat kit for him to 
assemble and help pass the time. 
But when I attempted to present it 
to him at his home, his son in- 
formed me that Henry had passed 
away that morning. 

Now the job of assembling the 
kit fell to me. I put the kit together, 
except I didn’t know what color to 
paint it. Aco-worker, Ben Romano, 


of Kingston, New Hampshire, 
loaned me a book that detailed the 
complete history of the PT Boats 
during the second World War. The 
book listed every boat from #1 to 
#920, with the names of the top 
officers of each, including an index 
of those honored with medals and 
of those killed and/or wounded. 

I was flipping through this list- 
ing, looking for Henry’sname, when 
Leslie W. Wicks leaped at me from 
the page. I knew he was from 
Wilmington and is interred in the 
Veterans’ area of the cemetery. I 
knew his name is read every memo- 
rial Day. I then looked through the 
pages to find the circumstances of 
his death, anda story unfolded that 
shows war in its stupidity. He was 
on one of two PT Boats, which were 
deployed accidentally within a “no-

Power of Attorney and Health Care Proxy explained 


WILMINGTON - Most of us find 
it important to keep a certain 
amount of control over our lives. 
One way that we can keep some 
control over our persons and our 
‘property is by implementing an 
estate plan. An estate plan can en- 
sure that our wishes regarding our 
property and our person will be 
carried out if we become incompe- 
‘tent and even after our death, Ev- 
eryone whether rich or poor should 
have some type of estate plan that 
should contain a Power of Attorney 
(POA) and a Health Care Proxy 

Power of Attorney 

A of Power of Attorney allows 
you to designate a person or per- 
sons you trust to make financial 
decisions on your behalf. The 
person(s) that you designate to 
make financial decisions on your 
behalfis called an Attorney-in-Fact. 
When you execute a power of attor- 
ney, title to the property does not 
change, but the agent that you ap- 
point under a power of attorney 
may exercise control over your 
property. Selling real estate, pay- 
ing bills and withdrawing money 
from your bank account are a few 
examples of how an Attorney-in- 
Fact canexercise control over your 
Property. 

For a power of attorney to be 
Palid it needs to be in writing and 
requires the notarized signature of 
the principal. 

In a Power of Attorney docu- 
ment, you, the principal, may grant 
authority to one or more persons to 
act individually or jointly on your 
behalf. If you choose to nominate 
only one Attorney-in-Fact, it is nec- 
essary to nominate a successor 

nt if your original agent can no 

er serve in that capacity, oth- 

ise the power may fall. 

ower of Attorney can either be 
ediate or “springing.” Immedi- 

powers'of attorney become ef- 

jive upon execution. Springing 
rs, on the other hand, only 
me effective upon disability or 
pacity. 

POA terminates upon death. It 
zan be revoked at any time. It is 
your responsibility to give notice of 
your desire to terminate or revoke 
he power to the person you desig- 
rated as your power of attorney in 
‘act. If an attorney in fact is un- 
aware that you revoked his power, 
ow authority to act on your behalf 
yecause you failed to inform him of 
your decision, you will be bound by 
ats) actions unless the decision he 
‘nade on your behalf was invalid or 
anenforceable. 
sv Health Care Proxy 
oiHealth Care proxy is a legal 
document that allows every compe- 
ieht individual over 18 years of age 
‘onominate an agent to make medi- 
zal decisions on his behalf, but only 


once the principal has been deemed 
incompetent by his physician or is 
incapable of communicating his 
medical decisions. 

A valid health care proxy must 
be in writing. While Massachusetts 
does not require notarization of the 
principal or witnesses’ signatures; 
other states where clients reside 
for part of the year may have these 
requirements. Therefore, it is rec- 
ommended that the principal and 
witnesses signatures be notarized. 

“It is important to remember that 
neither the agent nor the alternate 
agent can serve as a witness and 
your doctor and other hospital staff 
cannot serve as agents 

A health care proxy can be re- 
voked or terminated at any time 
either verbally or in writing. 

It is important to give a copy of 
your health care proxy to your pri 
mary physician, and to enter acopy 
into your medical records at a hos- 
pital likely to provide treatment to 
you in an emergency 

But most importantly, it is im- 
perative that youcommunicate your 
medical treatment preferences to 
your potential agent and successor 
agent and feel confident that they 
will carry out your wishes: 

If anyone is interested or inneed 
of having a POA or Health Care 
Proxy implement, Attorney Nancy 
Hogan will give free assistance to 
elders who are interested in pre- 
paring these papers.

Olin, Seneca Lane, and 
Maple Meadow Landfill 


RN At its oe 
ber 1 meeting, the Conservation 
Commission's agenda was once 
again full with both new and contin- 
ued projects. 

OLIN Corporation update. All 
work associated with the drum re- 
moval effort is complete. Both 
removal areas have been backfilled 
with clean fill material. Sediment 
removal from the west portion of 
the South Ditch and installation of 
box culverts in the new wier loca- 
tion necessitated de-watering. The 
pump was inadvertently left onover- 
night and pumped contaminated 
groundwater into the erosion con- 
trol barriers at the excavated ar- 
eas, which did contain most of the 
water. The pumps were shut off 
and the water and sediment from 
this area was properly removed 
and the situation was promptly cor- 
rected. MADEP and USEPA were 
notified and an Immediate Response 
Action for was filed. 

Slurry wall construction is un- 
derway, as well as construction of a 
detention pond retaining wall. The 
soil treatment area to the rear of 
the property is functional and all 
stockpiled soils are contained within 


the containment structure. Addi- 
tional hay bales and silt fencing 
will be installed at the southern end 
of the containment structure and 
along the edge of the slurry wall 

15 SENECA LANE. The project 
is for a single-family dwelling and 
involves construction and grading 
within 100 feet of a bordering veg- 
etated wetland. It is not located in 
anestimated habitat for endangered 
species. The lot is of hammerhead 
configuration. Driveway runoff was 
the only issue. It was resolved and 
the Notice of Intent public hearing 
was closed. 

21 SENECA LANE. Again, the 
project is for a single-family dwell- 
ing on a hammerhead lot and in- 
volves construction and grading 
within 100 feet of a bordering veg- 
etated wetland. It is not located in 
anestimated habitat forendangered 
species. There are more issues 
with the construction than on 15 
Seneca Lane. The driveway is situ- 
ated with a zero-wetland setback, 
and runoff will be a problem. The 
commission requests a 25-foot set- 
back for construction. Sewer exca- 
vation is also an issue. 

“The issue is whether or not [the 


project] is within the riverfront 
area,” said Assistant Director of 
Planning and Conservation John 
Keeley. “I need to look at the site.” 

The commission voted to con- 
tinue the hearing to their next meet- 
ing. 

SMAPLE MEADOWLANDFILL. 
The project will not be within an 
endangered species area according 
to National Heritage. After a site 
walk on October 26th, some addi- 
tional areas of stream channel were 
identified. Based on that site walk, 
the size of the impact on the dis- 
turbed Riverfront Area has been 
changed. Total disturbed riverfront 
area is 320,373 square feet. 312,298 
square feet is within the buffer zone 
and 38,368 cubic feet of temporary 
alteration will be in the bordering 
land subject to flooding. 

The public hearing was closed. 

15 BLANCHARD ROAD. This 
project was originally filed as a 
Request for Determination, but the 
issues surrounding the project ne- 
cessitated a Notice of Intent filing.

The celebration wasn’t big. There 
even wasn'ta victory dance. That's 
because the Wilmington High golf 
team used up all of its energy on 
the course against its opponents. 

Last Thursday afternoon, the 
Wildcats were crowned the Divi- 
sion 3 State Champions, beating 
Cape Ann League foe North Read- 
ing, the runner-up of the ten team 
tournament, by a whopping 13 
strokes which was held at the Far 
Corner Golf Course in West Boxford 
on a gorgeous sunny afternoon. 

This is the first state champion- 
ship for the Wildcats. Last year the 
team qualified for the state final 
and finished sixth. Last Thursday, 
they ended their perfect season 
with an undefeated season (16-0-1), 
a league championship anda state 
championship. Three goals the 
team had wanted to achieve since 
watching Lynnfield win last year's 
state title 

“The kids showed up this year 
wanting to go undefeated, wanting 
to win the league and wanting to 
win the state championship,” said 
coach Al Fessenden. “Today you 
could see they had the confidence 
to get the job done. 

"They showed up and you could 
see it in their faces, and the way 
they walked. They just had that 
determination of winning it all.” 

Wilmington knew it had a shot at 
the state title before it happened 
because the team has been so con- 
sistent all season long. Senior Brian 
Velardo, the team’s number two 
golfer, shot an incredible 75, three 
shots over the very long and tricky 
course. Velardo was two under par 
with four holes left but struggled in 
the more trickier holes. 

Senior Jay Youngelaus and jun- 
ior Kyle Burns pulled out huge 
surprises as they both shot a 79 
Aaron Ungvarsky, the team’s num- 
ber one golfer, put a strong effort 
in with an 82 to round out the top 
four of the six golfers with an 315 
score. No other team had multiple

Tildsley a unique breed of men

With his induction into the 
Wilmington High School Athletic 
Hall of Fame on Saturday evening, 
Jim Tildsley enriched his place in 
WHS history. Tildsley, who played 
baseball, basketball, and football 
forthe Wilmington Wildcats, earned 
a total of 9 varsity letters. He was 
also the recipient of a Wilmigton 
Boosters Athletic Scholarship 

During his induction speech, 
Tildsley reflected on his career at 
WHS. One of Tildsley’s fondest 
memories involves a coaching men: 
tor, WHS Hall of Fame coach Joe 
Gilligan 

“Icanremember,” he said, “how 
Joe came to me and asked if | would 
go to the baseball game and be the 
batboy. I remember getting on the 
bus after the game and saying to 
myself, ‘I want to play for that 
man."” 

Inspired by Gilligan's coaching 
style and mannerism, Tildsley 
would join the team, where he 
served as captain during his senior 
year. Following his career at WHS, 
Tildsley went on to play baseball 
for four years at North Adams State 
College. While in college, Tildsley 
was recognized for both baseball 
and basketball in the 1973 college 
edition of Who's Who in America 

Tildsley also payed homage to 
his high school basketball coach, 
saying that “he taught me what 
family was all about.” He served as 
the point guard for the Wildcats 
duriag his junior and senior years, 
and would go on to play the position 
for three years at North Adams 
State College 

After his college days were over, 
Tildsley would return to 


Wilmington, where he served as 
head coach of the Wilmington High 
School Girls Basketball team. In 
199%, Tildsley was appointed head 
coach of the Andover High School 
Girls Basketball Team. In just two 
years, he guided the team toa State 
Championship 

ootball played a promin- 
ent role in Tildsley’s high school 
areer. Says Tildsley, “Football 
as the sport...well, I hated footb 
all. There was just something 
pecial about playing football, 
though.” 

He credits his high school foot- 
ball coaches with installing in him 
values of discipline and respect. At 
one point in his speech, Tildsley 
noted that “There was nothing bet- 
ter than 5 tough days at practice 
and a Saturday victory.” 

In his senior year, Tildsley be- 
came quarterback of the Wildcats, 
leading the team to a Co-Champi- 
onship in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference. The Wildcats only loss 
that year came to an equally tal- 
ented Dracut squad, a game in 
which Tildsley was “as sick as a 
dog.” 

While success followed Tildsley 
at every corner, he professed that 
individual accolades meant little in 
comparison to team accomplish- 
ments. 

“wasn't the best,” he says, “but 
I was always in it for the team.” 

Being part of the team meant 
alot to Tildsley. In regards to the 
basketball team, he said “Its not 
about the 12th player or the best 
player- it's about being a part of it.”

With Wilmington High School

Lyman is one of the most 
dedicated coaches.

Since his softball coaching

Players. Many of Lyman's players 
go on to successful college careers 
at prominent athletic and academic 
schools. 

During his salute to Lyman, 
Shawsheen Tech coach Ed Henry 
bestowed a glowing tribute to the 
coaching czar. Henry said that 
"Lyman put Wildcat softball on the 
map...He was one of the best big 
gamers I've ever seen." 


Henry pointed out Lyman's 
record asa coach, where his teams 
have complied an astonishing 166 

loss record, while averaging 
15 wins a season. Henry noted that 
Lyman always put together a great 
staff, something which Lyman 
himself acknowledged during his 
own speech. 

"It's the assistant coaches, sueh 
as Jake Townsend - they are the 
reason WHS softball is onthe map,"

FLEA ALLERGY DERMATITIS (FAD) 


Flea Allergy Dermatitis (FAD) is 
a common skin disease in dogs 
and other animals exposed to 
fleas. When flea saliva is secret- 
ed into an animal's skin, the ani- 
mal is exposed to histamine-like 
substances, enzymes and other 
proteins that may cause an aller- 
gic reaction. The biggest symp- 
tom of FAD is itching, most 
often on the dog's rear half. You 
may also see crusted pimples 
(small, firm elevations of the 
skin) on the lower back, tail, 
thighs and perineum (area be- 
tween the thighs). A veterinarian 
can diagnose FAD based on the 
dog's history, symptoms, and 
the presence of fleas or “flea 
dirt” (fecal pellets containing 
blood). Skin testing may be per- 
formed to confirm an allergic 
response to flea saliva 

Treating FAD and flea infesta- 


tion involves stringent flea con- 
trol. The internal and external 
environment, the affected dog, 
and other dogs or cats that aré 
in contact with the affected dog 
should be treated simultaneously 
for fleas 


Flea allergy dermatitis is 
common in our area during 
the warmer months. Dogs 
and cats can be severely 
allergic to the bite of a flea, 
so controlling the flea popu- 
lation early is important.

FELINE INFECTIOUS PERITONITIS (FIP) 


Feline infectious peritonitis 
(FIP) develops from the coron 
avirus that invades and grows in 
a cat's white blood cells. Infected 
cells produce severe inflamma 
tion in nearby tissues, causing 
the disease. Most cats become 
infected by inhaling or ingesting 
the virus via direct contact with 
an infected cat or contaminated 
surface. After initial exposure to 
the FIP virus, most cats recover 
completely while some develop 
the lethal disease 

Effusive (wet) FIP causes fluid to 
accumulate in the cat's abdomen 
and/or chest, making breathing 
difficult. Non-effusive (dry) FIP 
involves less fluid accumulation 
and develops more slowly. The 
cat commonly suffers weight 
loss, depression, fever and ane 


mia. Other symptoms can 


include increased thirst, jaun 
dice, vomiting, diarrhea, paraly: 
sis, seizures or blindness 

FIP can be difficult to diagnose 
because symptoms mimic those 
of several other illnesses.

has been giving the direction of 
what has been needed from the 
location of lights to the seating 
arrangement. 

“It is my dream come true,” 
Kottwitz said. “I am getting to 
make this theater like the one in 
my dreams as a teenager.” 

Kottwitz is originally from 
Nebraska and studied design at 
Western Michigan University in 
Kalamazoo, Michigan. During 
those years he was afforded the 
opportunity to design over 50 
stage productions. 

However, after graduating 
from college he found himself 
doing public relations work 
Because of his theater back- 
ground Kottwitz would tell peo- 
ple “public relations is a per- 
forming art.” 

His business took him to such 
places as New York and London. 

“I saw hundreds of profes- 

sional productions over those 
years,” Kottwitz said. 
“Shortly after his mother died, 
Kottwitz came to the realization 
that he should resume his 
dream and he walked away from 
his successful business. 

“I have learned a lot about 
practical business management 
that can be applied to the the- 
ater,” Kottwitz said. 

After making the decision to 
go back into theater he started 
with the American Stage 
Festival in Milford and Nashua, 
New Hampshire.

However, Kottwitz soon found 
himself involved in the artistic 
end of the business as well. 

This eventually led to a trip 
to California where he oversaw 
all aspects of producing the 
shows at the Mendocino 
Shakespeare Festival. 
Productions at the festival 
included “As You Like It,” and 
“Measure for Measure,” by 
William Shakespeare. 

However, productions such as 
Marie Jones’ “Stones in His 
Pocket,” and Caryl Churchill's 
contemporary farce, “Cloud 
Nine,” were also produced. 

“Our choice of productions in 
Mendocino should serve as a 
good example of the kind of pro- 
gramming I'm planning for 
Stoneham,” Kottwitz has stated. 

The Stoneham Theatre has 
always provided the town with a 
variety of entertainment. In the 
early years the programs ran 
the gamut from movies to 
vaudeville to educational and 
religious talks. 

Although movies are not a 
planned part of the theater in 
the immediate future, Kottwitz 
has designed the « ontrol booth 
to perhaps run digital movies 
when that technology is better 
developed for commercial pur- 
poses. 

The mission statement of the 
the Theatre and Ensemble 
states: “The Stoneham Theatre 
provides a facility to nurture the 
performing arts for the cultural 
enhancement and education of 
the community and the region. 

Te statement continues, in 
part: (The Theatre and 
Ensemble will) Take risks and 
ask important questions in order 
to expand our understanding of 
each other and the human expe- 
rience.” 

Although A Christmas Carol 
is mostly entertainment, it does 
touch on the themes of man’s 
inhumanity to man. However, 
the next production, “Twilight of 
the Golds,” by Jonathan Tolins 
will deal with many questions of 
the acceptance of sexuality and 
the use of gene technology to 
predict the outcome of a birth. 

This will be followed by 
William Nicholson's “Shadow- 
lands” which deals with a sensi- 
tive period in the life of the 
British author C.S. Lewis and 
his romance with American 
author Joy Davidman. 

Serious theater is not the 
only activity on the playbill, 


however. Kottwitz is planning a 
full season of music ranging 
from jazz and swing to classical 


John Bumstead of the New 
England String Ensemble will 
be helping with booking of the 
classical and swing perfor- 
mances. 

According to Kottwitz, the 
connection between the theater 
and Symes Associates will not 
end when the work is completed. 
Wayland Symes is the associate 
artistic director and is in charge 
of the Out of the Box Players. 

This has been described as a 
group of experimental theater 
people and will also be used to 
test scripts and provide read- 
ings. A children’s theater group 
is being planned for a spring 
start. 

The Ensemble itself will be 
made up of Actors Equity per- 
formers. 


To ensure the technical 
integrity of the theater, Kottwitz 
has watched over the construc- 
tion while wearing many differ- 
ent hats. He notes that the the- 
ater has been rewired with 
many miles of wiring. 

Wearing his hat as a sound 
and light designer, Kottwitz has 
taken steps to insure that the 
sound and lights are on separate 
circuits so that there will be no 
static produced in the sound sys- 
tem. 

According to Kottwitz, the 
fact that Stoneham has been so 
cooperative with the renovations 
will reap large rewards for the 
Town. He plans on being able to 
fill the 350 seats in the theater to 
the tune of about 150,000 people 
per year. 

Kottwitz estimates that for 
every dollar spent by the com- 
munity on the theater, another 
$7 will be spent at area busi- 
nesses. 

“Just by being here,” Kottwitz 
said, “We will bring people to 
Stoneham who have never been 
here.” 

Those people will easily be 
able to find the theater by fol- 
lowing the lights of the new arts 
deco style “Broadway marquee.” 
Any person who has b:.n in the 
old theater will immediately be 
struck by the many differences 
they will see once they enter the 
lobby. 

Even the theater seats have 
been refurbished and are very 
comfortable. However, the best 
suggestion is to call (781) 279- 
2200 and make reservations for 
A Christmas Carol as soon as 
possible.

Homeowners make 
their payments earlier, and the 
extra payment is applied direct- 
ly to the mortgage principal bal- 
ance. Bi-monthly payments 
reduce the principal balance 
and interest costs, as well as 
subtract an average of seven 
years off a loan.

Protect your home from 
power surge damages 


If lightning strikes an unpro- 
tected home, the power surge is 
likely to be carried throughout 
the electrical wiring, frying deli- 
cate circuits in computers, 
stereo systems, telephones, and 
other electronic gear, destroying 
appliances, and possibly harm- 
ing anyone who happens to be 
touching one of these otherwise 
benign devices. But electrical 
surges occur more frequently 
than most homeowners know 
and not only as a result of a 
lightning strike. 

Most surges, in fact are 
caused by routine electrical 
switching operations at local 
utilities or nearby industrial 
facilities. Most homes typically 
experience up to 2,000 surges a 
year an average of six per day. 


A surge or a transient over- 
voltage abnormality, as an engi- 
neer would describe it can over- 
whelm ordinary defenses like 
fuses or circuit breakers. Every 
one needs more protection from 
surges, especially if it’s in an 
area where thunderstorms tfre- 
quently occur. Fortunately, 
devices are available to safe- 
guard not only your incoming 
electrical line, but also other 
vulnerable entry points such as 
telephones lines and television 


cable or antenna wiring. 

A three-tiered strategy is rec- 
ommended. The first line of 
defense includes lighting and 
transient high-voltage spike pro- 
tection devices, known as “tran- 
sient voltage surge suppressors.” 
They are commonly used in 
agricultural, commercial and 
industrial buildings, and inex- 
pensive versions are available 
for homes, as well. Installed at 
the electrical meter or service 
panel, these devices react auto- 
matically to suppress any 
incoming voltage surge, reduc- 
ing the power to a lower voltage 
level by diverting part of it to 
ground. They protect the entire 
electrical system “downstream” 
of the installation point. 
Because very powerful surges, 
especially lightning, can strike 
any incoming wiring, experts 
suggest buying a multiple-con- 
nection unit that simultaneously 
protects telephone, coaxial 
cable, and antenna wiring for 
televisions, stereos and home 
computers. 

The second level of defense 
includes point-of-use surge pro- 
tectors, which include the famil- 
iar plug-strips with built in cir- 
cuit breakers. Although these 
devices are not strong enough to

arrester. Make sure all the surge 
suppressors in your home are 
labeled to indicate that they 
meet Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL) 1449 standard, Edition 2. 
Electrician’s caution, howev- 
er, that these devices are of lit- 
tle value if a home’s grounding 
system is not equal to the task. 
Many homes both newer and 


older, are insufficiently ground- 
ed. 

Because surge protectors use 
this path to direct excess energy 
safely away from the home and 
its occupants, it’s important to 
have a professional check your 
home's grounding system before 
installing a surge arrester. If 
necessary, adding “supplemen- 
tal grounding electrodes” such 
as copper rods would be a sim- 
ple, cost-effective solution.
